Important to Ocean Steamers Xintering 
Victoria Harbor. 

We have reason lo know that the steamer 
Pacific would always "ntor our harbor were 
it jic'sible to ascertain outside the e.tact 
stale of Iho tide. There being no means at 
tho entrance of the harbor to aaoortain the 
depth of water, she has consequently dis- 
charged at Esquimalt. In order to obviate 
this diliicully, we learn that the Surveyor 
General has received instructions to jilaee a 
ti<lc-])olc in a conspicuous plane at jMcAu- 
ley's Point, graduated t:i show tlio exact 
state of the water in tho shoalest iiar'. of 
the entrance to our harbor. By driving a 
pile and allixingto it a board wilh the depth 
of water in large letters at the shoalest part 
of the entrance, ocean steamers may easily 
ascorlain with a glass, from some distance, 
whether there Ts waler enough lo allow 
them to enter. The e.^pedient is so simple 
and inexpensive that it is well worth a 
trial. Should it answer the jjurpose, we 
maye.xpecl the Pacilic hereafter toilischarge 
at ourwharvesjnslead of landing her freight 
and passeiigeis at Esquimalt as heretofore. 

Attempt to Ehkak Jaii,.-— Yesterday, at 
one o'clop'k, iwo pieces of rope, made from 
strips of blankets ami v.-oolen r.iKlcrshii ts. 
were fouml lying in the jail-yard. Snlliv.iii 
ami Rnsl. the machinery thieves, having 
beon near the spot, are suspected of having 
attempted to acale the fence with the as- 
sistance of the rope ; but; wore prevented 
from carrying out their design throiigli the 
parting of the rope.
